HOUSDEN FROM 
AUSTRALIA TO 
SPEAK HERE 


The Rt. Rev. James Housden, 
Bishop of New Castle, New South 
Wales, Australia, will speak at an 
Episcopalian Laymen’s dinner 
which will be held at Moran’s 
Bay Side Park restaurant, High 
way 90, Bay St. Louis, on Friday, 
September 7, at 7 p. m. Bishop 
Housden will preach at Christ 
Church, Bay St. Louis on Sunday, 
September 8, at 10 a m. 

The Rt Rev. James Housden 
was born in Birmingham, England, 
but hig family migrated to Aus- 
tralia when he was nine. 

After schooling in Melbourne and 
qualifying as a teacher, he offer- 
ed himself for ordination. He then 
studied at the University of 
Queensland where he received 
First Class Honors in Philosphy 
and later in Theology. 

He then spent six years in the 
Diocese of Carpentaria, coming 
into contact with the primitive 
Australian aborigines. During this 
time he met and married Moira 
Hennessey. They have three child- 
ren, two of them married, and 
ihree grandchildren. 

After this missionary work, 
Bishop Housden returned to or- 
dinary parish work in Queensland 
and in Melbourne and was a Chap- 
tain to the Army during the second 
World War. 

In 1947 James Housden was 
‘lected Bishop of Rockhampton, a 
xcattered missionary Diocese of 
250,000 square miles and only 12 
parish areas, one of them alone 
being as large as England. It was 
in this capacity that Bishop Hous- 
len visited the United States in 
1954 after the Anglican Congress 
‘n Minneapolis. 

While traveling to the Lambeth 
“onference in 1958, Bishap Hous- 
den was elected Bishop of New. 
rastle.

structure will be used ag the re- 
ceiving and inspection point for 
launch vehicle stages, as well as 
such components ag tank bukk- 
heads, sheet metal, engines, tank 
Segments and thrust structures, 
Certain types of testing relative to 
acceptance will also be performed 
in the structure. i 

The building will be erected un- 
der a $858,858 contract awarded 
last week to C & B Construction 
Co, Memphis, Tenn. It will be 
occupied by the MSFC Quality 
Assurance Division. 

The structure will have a “high- 
bay” area with ceiling 40 feet 
high. The floor area will be about 
30,000 square feet. 

The building will have a struc- 
tural steel framework with cor- 
rugated cement ashestos siding 
and will be 200 feet long and 150 
feet wide. The reinforced con- 
crete floor will be made to with- 
stand wheel loads of 20,000 
pounds. 

Low bay areas will house labora- 
tories and equipment. Typical 
operations to be performed in the 
small laboratories are oil filtra- 
tion, metrology and gauge calibra- 
tion and repair. 

C & B Construction will build 
the structure in a 200 acre area 
west of the Manufacturing Engi- 
neering Division. NASA-MSFC re- 
cently acquired tthe building site 
in a land transfer from the Army.

HUNTSVILLE, Ala. - A top 
priority program is being launch- 
ed at the Marshall Space Flight 
Center to impress upon each em- 
ployee the fact that the success 
of a moon landing and space ex- 
ploration depends on the quality 
of his work. 

Dr. Wernher von Braum, Di- 
rector of MSFC, said the “risk 
of human error is a recognized 
pitfall.” He said the “first step 
is to realize the importance of 
the program and then minimize 
the risk by getting every em- 
ployee to concentrate on doing 
his best possible job.” 

L*:rshall Center employees just 
started work on the giant Saturn 
V rocket which will be used to 
earry astronauts to the moon. 

Dr. Preston J. Farish of the 
Saturn Systems Office, said spe- 
vial decals, tags or stamps will be 
placed on all components of 
rockets to be flown by astronauts, 
as a constant quality reminder to 
‘Il employees. 

Dr. Farish, who will direct the 
Manned Space Flight Awareness 
program at the Marshall Center, 
its Michoud Operations in New 
Orleans and the Mississippi Test 
Operations, said other features 
of the program will include post- 
ers, films and visits by astronauts 
at assembly sites. 

Dr. Farish said the program al- 
so applies to MSFC major con- 
tractors and sub-contractors. 

Commenting on the program, 
Dr. Farish said “the success of 


The rocket center already lias 
an active quality assurance pró- 
gram here, Individual ‘rocket 
components are Checked. out; the 
rocket is assembled and checked 
again, and it is static fired twice 
and re-checked before being ship- 
ped to Cape Canaveral for launch.

Indiscriminate disposal of in- 
dustrial waste has been cited as 
a major cause of water pollution, 
a growing problem throughout the 
United States. 

The chemical disposal well is 
6,650 feet deep - more than 5,000 
feet beneath the deepest fresh 
water-bearing subsurface forma- 
tion at the Michoud site. As an 
added precaution, the well was 
drilled nearly 2,000 feet deeper 
than the depth recommended in 
a geological survey of the Michoud 
area. 

Geologists estimate that it will 
take about 50 years for the chemi- 
cal waste - injected into the well 
at the rate planned - to contami- 
nate a one-mile area of the sand 
formation at the depth of the well. 
At this rate, it would be several 
hundred years before the chemi- 
cal waste could enter the Gulf of 
Mexico. By this time, the chemi- 
cals, which must filter through 
the porous sand strata, will be 
neutralized and rendered harmless., 

When the system is placeg in 
operation in October, chemical 
waste will be piped from various 
locations in the Michoud Opera- 
tions’ manufacturing building in- 
to a central plant collection pond. 
From there, the fluids will be 
channeled to the well and injected. 
under pressure to the 6,650-foot 
deep disposal strata. Proper cas- 
ing and cementing of the well 
will insure against possible seep- 
age of tthe chemicals as they are 
pumped down through fresh water- 
bearing formation. 


STUDY INDICATES 
CHANGE NEEDED IN - 
PHOSPHORUS TEST 


STATE COLLEGE - The chemi- 
cal method now used throughout 
the nation to evaluate phosphorus 
in fertilizers ig not the best one 
available and farmers are losing 
heavily because some of the plant 
food they buy is not as yood as the 
test indicates. A. 
These are the conclusions reach- 
ed after the Mississippi Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station conduct- 
ed 49 field tests with cotton, corn, 
corn silage, wheat for grain, and 
wheat for forage.

They said results show 
clearly that the factors studied 
degree of ammoniation was most 
‘important in influencing the agro- 
nomic effectiveness of the phos- 
‘phorus in ordinary superphosphate 
and that excessive ammoniation 
drastically reduced this effective- 
ness. They also said: 

“Comparisons of the crop-pro- 
ducing value revealed by these 
experiments with the chemical 
analyses used for control purposes 
in the United States and other 
countries showed that the method 
now in use in the United States 
does not reflect the true agrono- 
mic’ value of ammoniated ordinary 
superphosphate in mixeg fertili- 
zers and does not provide a suit- 
able basis for quality control.” 

On the other hand a close re- 
lationship was found between the 
afronomic effectiveness of the 
fertilizer as well as the amount 
of available phosphorus extracted 
by an alkaline ammonium citrate 
method. 

As an illustration of the loss 
to the nation’s farmers, the re- 
searchers made estimates for 
Mississippi. In this State 147,250 
tons of 6-8-8 were sold in a re- 
cent year and 52 per cent of the 
phosphorus in this fertilizer was 
not effective. At 10 cents per 
pound, this amounts to $1,225,200 
spent for ineffective phosphorus 
in one year for this one grade of 
fetilizer. since most high analysis 
fertilizers are not formulated with 
ordinary superphosphate users of 
the fertilizers were affected only 
slightly. 

Solution to the problem, say 
these scientists, is the adoption 
of a more definitive chemical test 
by the Association of Official Ag- 
ricultural Chemists or legislative 
action to require a guarantee of 
water-soluable phosphorus in 
fertilizers.

Drift fishing can be a lot of fun 
especially when catching crappies. 
| Although the two species of 
crappies, black and white, have 
| more than 57 different names 
| throughout their range, there is 
common agreement on one point - 
it is the still-fisherman’s favorite! 

And as all veteran crappie 
fishermen know, the two best 
places to find crappies are around 
shore cover, such as bushes, 
weeds and brush piles; also just 
drifting in open water, letting the 
wind work for you. 

Minnows, of course, on a fine 
wire hook, are the best bait for 
drfit fishing. One of the tricks 
is to find at what depth the crap- 
pies are feeding. 

You do this with an adjustable 
hobber, starting at one foot deep, 
and trying it right on down to the 
, hottom, about a foot deeper each 
| adjustment. 

But when those crappies are 
around brush piles and other 
shore cover, try this for taking 
a mess without spooking them.
